KRAB 


is a different radio station. Its "sound" is 
located at 107.7 FM - at the end of your radio, 
That sound is comprised of the voices of peo- 
ple, their musical taste, their ideas and con- 
cerns, their humor, their imaginations, These 
people are not usually "media professionals" 
but are instead volunteers motivated by an in- 
terest in expressing themselves through radio, 
KRAB if the totality of these volunteers, 

both those who have their time on the air, 
and others who participate in the many off- 
air support services necessary to maintain 
non-commercial radio station. 


KRAB exists to explore the possibilities of 
radio, To a large extent radio is a neutral 
medium, It is artistic when artists use it, 
political when the political use it, funny 
when funny people use it, boring when the 
jboring use it, All these possibilities exist 
(and occur) at KRAB, KRAB is experimental, 
and has the opportunity to experiment only 
because its intents are not commercial. When 
radio goes into the business of selling its 
listenership to advertisers, the result is 
programming of the lowest common denominator-- 
top 40, easy-listening, "beautiful music," \ 
etc, KRAB is an alternative... There are no 
commercials, hits" are not played, and ideas 
are not censored because a sponsor fears the 
sensibilities of its customers might be of- 
fended. As a consequence, you are free to 
hear programs which were recorded in prison, 
readings by local poets, live broadcasts of 
such events as the Northwest Regional Folk~ 
life Festival, original plays, alternative 
local and international news, programming for 
various ethnic communities, and a diversity 
of music that is probably offered by very few 
radio stations in the world, 


UPDLEMENT 


Since KRAB does not sell its air time, it 
goes directly to its listeners for financial 
support, usually in the form of subscriptions. 
The money sent to KRAB pays for its basic op- 
erating expenses--power, phone lines, equip- 
ment maintenance, rent, and enough smaller 
bills to add up to several thousand dollars a 
month, There are few frills. KRAB's annual 
budget is smaller than many commercial sta- 
tions' monthly budgets. Yet KRAB cannot sur- 
vive without your interest and participation, 


Beginning Saturday, April 1, KRAB begins a 
ten day on-air fund-raising drive. We would 
like you to listen as we explain ourselves to 
you, and we ask you where else on the radio 
would you hear live jam sessions of Irish, 
bluegrass or jazz groups, a three hour impro- 
visation with local avant-garde musicians, 
guitar and vocal ensembles from Micronesia, 

an all-night recorded history of Lenny Bruce, 
little-know comedians like Brother Theodore 
and Lord Buckley, a dissertation on garbage, 
locally produced programs on international news 
and foreign policy, and a myriad of verbal and 
musical perspectives concluding with a live 
broadcast of a KRAB benefit at the Rainbow 
Tavern the evening of Monday, April 10, 


We hope you will become a part of KRAB, 
either financially or physically, As a come 
munity radio station much of KRAB's vitality 
depends on your belief either in what KRAB is 
at this moment or its freedom to become the 
sort of station you will want to have years 
from now. We welcome those of you who want to 
visit the station, KRAB seeks your ideas and 
energy. 


In addition to the numerous marathon hap- 
penings, the regular programming for April 
includes other special programs, Steve Hodes 
and Elizabeth Grady are producing a program 
on the most significant labor dispute of 
recent years, ‘The Coal Strike of 78"; also, 
a public hearing organized by the Light Bri- 
gade offering their evaluation and criti- 
cism of the current City Light rate struc- 
ture; an investigatory piece by Richard 
Patrone on the endless King County car 
dealers strike; the initial lecture of a 
seven-part series of forums called "The 
Frontiers of Aging" presented by the Insti- 
tute of Aging at the UW; "Philosophy in the 
Streets" with Francesco Siqueiros asking 
about jealousy; Raymond Mungo finally suc- 
ceeds in interviewing novelist Tom Robbins, 
Several concerts were recorded including 
that with Argentinian folksinger Bernardo 
Palumbo as well as a St, Patrick's Day bash 
with the Boys of the Lough.
